STONEHENGE, PROBLEM. | STUDENTS’ TROPRIES., 


Origin of the Stones. 


The problem of the origin of 
the stones of Stonehengsa was 
carried an important atage nearer 
to its solution a month ago, by Dr. 
H. H. Thomas, patrographer to 
the Geological Survey, in a paper 
tead by him before the Society of 
Autiquaries of London. . 

There are two kinds of stones 
at Stonehenge—(1) those of whith 
the. main fabric consists, which 
are koown as sarsen stones. 
‘These are of local origin, the 
remains of an old sandstone de- 
posit, and ere locally known as 
Rreywethers. The dig circle and 
avenue of Avebury also consist 
of sarsene. (2) The thirty-four 
stones forming aa ianer circle 
and horaeshos, which sre not cf 
local origin, They ara smaller 
than the sarsens, and were never 
capped by lictels; they were 
mirtely standing stones. These 
can be divided into three classes 
twenty-nine dolerites or diaba- 
see, four rbyolites, and: one 
micaceous sandstone, the go- 
called altar stone. 

Although many localities have 
been suggested, the identity 
of these stones with any 
known outcrop has never beep 
proved. Sir Jethro Toall, lately 
Director of the Geological Sur. 
ver, pointed out many years ago 
that the source should be sought 
in some area whore these types 
occur in close association, and 
such: an area is to ba found in the 
of the Preszelly 
Mountains io Northern Pem- 
brokeshire. The dolerites of 
Stonehenge and Prescelly possess 
highly characteristic white.epote 
not found elsewhere. With the 
Prescelly dolerites is associated a 
thyolite identical with that of 
Stonehenge, and the altar stone 
is similar to the old red sandstone 
on the north shores of Milford 
Haven. In addition, fragments 
in the soil at Stonehenge repre- 


isenting etones which have now 


disappeared cav be correlated to 
Prescelly types. The distance 
between Stonebenge and the area 
from which these stones were 
derived and which is strictly 
limited is about 180 miles. 
QUEST.ON OF THEIR TRANSPORT, 
Another question is: How 


[were these stones transported’? 


It was urged by the late Professor 
Judd that they were transported 
by ice during the glacial perind, 
bul our present kaoowledge of the 
distribution of ice during’ the 
glacial ‘period makes such 
hypothesis untenable. The only 
explanation is that tho stones wera 
transported by human agency, 
Why, .then, should all local 
sources of supply be neglected and 
the stones employed taken from'a 
placo'a greatdistance away? Dr. 
Phomas thinks that the Grst stones 
to bs eracted at Stonshenge wure 
these foreign stones trom Pem. 
brokeshire, ana that the reasop 
why they were brought to Ston- 
ehenge was that they Previously 
s,ood in the form of acircle close 
to their outcrops, where, accord. 
ing to the iste Rev, W. D. Bush ell, 
e well-known authority, the 
remains of eight stone circles can 
still be seen. The stones wera 
brought’in » rough state, but it is 
not koown whether they wera 
the people who 


structed the fabric as it now ia.'Dr. 
[Thomas inclines to the latter 
view. The weight of .the stones 
is, on the average, two to two and 
a half tons, and-the means by 
which they were transported “re. 
mains an unsolved problem. Dr, 
Thomas's attention was first 
attracted to the foregoing ex. 
planation of the sources of origin 
during his twelve years’ survey- 
ing of the geology of Carmar- 
thanshire and Pembrokeshire, . 
Lieutenant-Colonel W. Hawley, 
F.8.A,, presented to the meeting 
hia report on the excavatious at 
Stonehenge during the last year..

So faras the vegetable world is 
concerned, popular and scientific 
jthought alike bave recognised 
| thatthe sunlight, source and sus- 
tepance of all earthly life. be 
h}come? more intense when “the 
l year's at the spring.” and that 
‘certain vital chemical processes 
‘areinitiated which vield us the 
i almond blossom and the crocus. 
;The man of science, whilst re- 
ispecting the increased warmth 
lof the sun, attaches the greater 
importance ta the growing inten- 
sity of its light; and; perbaps 
more especially, of those rays in 
i thesolar spectrum which are just 
beyond _ the upper range . of 
visibility for ua, and which we 
[eal the ultra-violet. So long ago 
as 1i79 it was shown by Ingen- 
houss that the green stuff of the 
igreen leaf is enabled to absorb 
barbonie acid from the air by 
means of the sun's light and not 
‘she sun’s heat, This fundsmental 
fact of botanical chemistry is 
j worth insisting upon hera, for it 
bears directly upon the right 
understanding and” practice of 
what will shortly be recognised 
as the most important devolop- 
pment in contemporary medicine 
and hygiene. . 

The animal world. slso, was 
known to respond to the spring; 
and Tennyson has a familiar 
couplet in which the burnishad 
dove and the yaung man arealike 
concerned ; butnot until last year, 
in the Columbia University, and 
atthe Home for Hebrew Infants, 
in New ,York, was it discovered 
that there is, inthe human body: 
itself, s definitely measurable 
chemistry ofspring. Toe observa- 
tions were begunin 1921, and had 
been wel! verified when I visited 
| those institutions last December. 
Se far ther donot apply to adulte, 
j tut for infants itis certain thar 
there is a steady tide, a flow and

Fortunately, it is sunk so far in 
space that the enormous heat it 
radiates is lost long before’ it 
could reach the earth, as ite light, 
travelling at the speed of 186,000 
miles a second, takes well: over.

Hard hitting of the ball at lawn 
tenuis is not all. there ia in the 
game; there are many cooasians 
during the course of play when 
finesse will score the pajnt with 
more certainty than « blind slog, 
writes Alan E. Norman in the: 
Pally CAroaicles 

It is in men’s doubles, and 
mixed doublea, that finessa—the 
guile behind clever placements— 
pays the highest dividends. 

Take, for example, the return 
ofservice. Mbst games are won 
orlost on thia particular stroke. 
Tt is therefore of parament im- 
portance that every player should 
learn how to handle the service 
ball to the best of his atility. 

It is a good maxim, general'y 
accepted nowadays, that the 
server ina men’s foursome should 
follow up bis delivery, getting ax 
close in to the net a9 his mobility 
will allow him. In this run’ up 
the average club player gots about 
as far ag the middle or service 
hae. . 

THE BEST RETURN.- 

As receiver, namely, the player 
returning the service ball, bear 
that in.mind in making yourshok 
The best retura is not the fast 
full-length ball to the opposite » 
base line, for such a# ball woud 
teach the server (on the service 
line) about waist height—and that 
isthe kind of-return most players 
would choose to handle on the 
volley. .
